Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Holliday made the following remarks regarding the Yahya 
reference, that the copper and silver ions do not function as antimicrobial agents unless an oxidant is combined with 
them. This is different than the instant claiims. In figure 1 , the test reports show that copper and silver at the given 
concentration combined do not function as antimicrobial agents whereas potassium permanganate in combination with 
an oxidizer does function as an antimicrobial agent. 

Also, Mr. Holliday made the following remarks regarding the Tomika reference, that this reference is directed to metal 
complexes of copper and silver (col.4, lines 4-34) deposited on surfaces in order for the composition to act as an 
antimicrobial agent whereas the copper and silver in the Yahya reference are in the form of ions in liquid. Thus, the 
compositions of Yahya and Tomika are fundamentally different. In response to Mr. Holliday's remarks, the examiner 
upon receiving the amendment will evaluate the references in light of Applicant's arguments.
